: out SOS calls and why they continued 
j on to land without reinforming rescue 
j sh ip s that they were still in the air. 
When 500 miles from land, Bronte 
'revealed, the failure of their gasoline 
pumps led them to believe their fuel 
i 
as running extremely low and it 
caused the plane to lose so much al­ 
titude that their 
trailng 
wireless 
antenna struck the sea and was torn 
away. 
The decrease in altitude had the ef­ 
fect r*f resuscitating 
the 
gasoline 
pumps and they shot un into the air 
again and headed for land without 
knowing how long it would last. with­ 
out knowing whether their calls had 
been heard and uncertain 
of 
their 
bearings. 
Naval fliers announced today they 
had salvaged the motor and instru­ 
ments from the plane and had found 
her gasoline tanks absolutely 
dry. 
The flier had won a battle with un­ 
favorable weather, |*erverse luck and 
all the natural odds that fliers face 
in crossing the sea w'ith land planes. 
From the time they left the Golden 
Gate until they were near their desti-j 
nation Smith saki they saw neither* 
land nor sea.

A swarm of beetles was found on j 
the property occupied by Mrs. Mar- , 
garet Weaner, North Stratton street, I 
where they had infested a grapevine j 
and were rapidly eating the foliage. 
The members of the survey detail I 
discovered the insects and a report | 
was sent to the substation at Cham- 1 
bersburg. 
Mr. Carr stated th at in ail prob­ 
ability a spraying crew would be sent 
to G ettysburg within a short time to 
try and kill the pests on the Weaner 
property and in any other place where 
they can be found. 
A colony of the beetles was found j 
on the lawns along Lincoln avenue 
and Broadway last 
year, 
and early 
this summer a spraying crew went 
over the area reported infested and j 
practically killed all 
of 
the 
larvae J 
which had been buried in the ground. 
So far this year none of the beetle* j 
have been reported on 
the 
sections , 
which had been sprayed. 
Mr. C arr asked th at householders j 
keep a close watch for the insects and 
if any are found a report be made t o !

IL. Smith and Emory B. Bronte, eivil- 
! ian fliers from California, arrived at 
Wheeler Field, twenty-five miles from 
Honolulu, at 6:20 p. rn., Pacific time, 
yesterday. 
They were brought here 
from the Island of Molokai by army 
planes. 
The Island of Molokai is sixty miles 
southeast of H om ely. 
Four and a half hours of silence, 
during which Smith and Bronte were 
objects of a rescue search by three 
steamers about 700 miles 
east 
of 
Honolulu, wras ended yesterday after­ 
noon with receipt of a report that in­ 
stead of landing in the Pacific, they 
made a forced landing on Molokai at 
9:46 a. rn. Honolulu time. 
The first word came out of the town 
of Kaunakaki, on the southern shore 
of Molokai, wh«n a message was sent 
to Captain Lowell Smith here, telling 
of the fliers’ safety.

Planes Sent For Airmen 
In the meantime, the vessels Wil- 
helmina, President Pierce and the army 
transport Kenowis, reported they were 
rushing toward the noint indicated by 
Bronte in his last message as the vi­ 
cinity of forced descent because of 
a depleted gasoline supply. 
Preparations were started at Wheel­ 
er Field, the army*! airport 20 miles 
from Honolulu, to send out the giant 
Fokker used by Lieutenants Lester J.
